No considerntion
has been given to meoting the pressing forelgn
trade problems that will confront us at the
consluston of peace. No adequnts proviaion
has been made for enlarging the merchant
marine in orde: that we may be independent
of tho shipping of other nations. And great
Industrial questions at home have been Ig-
nored as though they did not exist.

¥ot the whole political and commercial
face of the world has changed since the
heginning of August, 1014,

Congresn has debated for nearly two years,
There Is no agreement on anything. The
Adminiatration falled to read the signs of the
timen at the beginning, and it has only bagun
to stumble through the alphabet and to spell
out two:letter words in the primer of indus-
trial statecraft and in the first reader of Inter
national politics,

The time s approaching when the nation
must decide whether It I8 to be content with
this sort of conduct of publle business In
Wanhington. The politiclans out of power
nre 08 blind as those in office. They are en-
guged in a fght for control of the party
organizations in the various States, What
man shall be rewarded by a nomination for
office and what man shall be punished for
his bolting Interests them more than the for-
mulation of any great policles. Principles are
ignored. Programs are forgotten. Personal
advantage ls all that Is sought.

fo long as the business and professional
and working men of the country are Indiffer-
ent the politiclans will continue to play their
petty game, regardiess of the complex Issucs
which the nation must confront in the near
future,

If there ever was a time when men of polit-
feal nnd Industrial vision were needed It Is
the present. What kind of Presldent and
Congreas do the manufacturers and mer-
chants, the lawyers and doctors, the ministers
And the farmers want? It is within their
power to get them, These people ars the
renl rulers of the country. If they have any
opinions they can give & mandate which their
public servants will disregard at thelr peril
As soon as the demands of the nation are
definitely formulated, the politicians will fall
over one another in their engerness to pledge
themselves to execute them If only trusted
with power,

The Government cannot go on for the future
In the same lax and indifferent manner that
it has in the past without courting disnster.
But so far as the evidence shows, the nation
has been as Indifferent as Congress. It has
contented itself with damning the Govern-
ment, and has proposed no great construotive
policles. There Is more truth than poetry
in the remark of ex-President Taft that God
tnltes care of fools, children and the United
States, for the United States has managed to
escipe great calamities for other reasons than
the dalibernte forethought of its statesmen.
Tt cannot expect to enjoy this good fortune
forever. One-half of the prudent judgment
employed in the management of & great
business undertaking would reform most of
the abuses in the conduct of national affalrs.
But no greatsr mistake could be made than to
nominate a mere business mian for the Presi-
dency. What we need is not a politiclan nor a
business min, but & statesman with vision to
sea and cournge to act and driving power to
force his views upon others,

What have the voters been doing for the
past months to crystallize the demand for
this sort of & man in the Presldency and
men of the same type in the House of Repre-
sentatives? There ls no evidence that any-
thing has been done. We are drifting and
trusting to luck. Manufacturers and mer.
chants, lawyers and doctors and the rest have
been us negligent as Congress,

Something must be dones and that right
early. We know whom the 8t. Louls conven-
tion wiil nominate. We know what to expect
of Presldant Wilson. If conditions are to be
fmproved and we are to face the future with
confidéence of weathering the unforeseen
storms, & bigger man must be named in Chi.
cago. And the politiclans who will make the
nomination must be Impressed with the duty
of responding to tife popular demand for busi-
ness as well as military preparedness. But
they will not respond unless the demand Is
uttered in unmistakable terms.
It is time that the best men In the country
began to make thelr views known.

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HOW LIFE GOES ON
BEHIND THE LINES

Bread and Water Instead of Cakes
and Ale—The Habits and the
Spirit of Life in War-Torn
Europe

HO will write the history of the Great

Peace?! Not the peace which will come
after the war, although that will call for
all the great heart and the great mind of
humanity to record; but the peace that aoe
tually exists now In Burope, The hinstory
of the wur s complicated enocugh., It ranges
from the Kamerun to the Kattegat: it is a
wiar of men and machinery and prineciples and
politics,  Probably no man allve today, pos-
gibly no man born in the next half century,
will be free of the taint of the war. And
vet there Is a peace In Europe.

Life goes on, not mo wanton nor so won-
drons as it was, behind the trenches scarring
the fulr face of nature. It is a lfe of com-
monplaces, of dim sadnesses, of bright lights

and of blinding tragedies. The war menda
its dreadful report Into every town and ham-
let of Europe, but in the fields about the
towns the farmers are turnlng up the soll,
still smelling with the eternal richness of
earth, and In the bystrests the shops are
still busy with women who bargain for the
doy's provisioning. Children come from school
and play in the open places and are tucked
Into bed with ancient falry tales and lulla-
bles. Taday, as In the years before the war
and ns In the years to come, some things
remiin unchanged.

Small Things Change

But there are differences, and the casuanl ob-
server is mightlly struck by them. While
the great things resist, the small things go
under and new systems of living work them-
selves Into the common life. The navvy in
London finds his favorite “pub™ unaccountably
cloged at certain hours, a farmer in Bavaria
cannot procure a horse for love or money,
n sempstress in Paris is relloved of paying
rent, and heaven knows she is thankful for
the relief. In Manchester & young woman Is
careless about gloves and her hands grow
chapped. 8She sends to the epothecary for
rogewater and glycerine and there is nones to
be had, for the Government has forbldden ita
use, In Lyons o newspaper appears with
three pages (out of four) perfect blanks, In
Berlin women helped to dig a subway; In
Fratfice the flelds are being tilled by women
and chlldren, and Engllshwomen have been
taken across the Channel to see their suc-
(TN

These are pussing items in the great account
whieh must be made of the upheaval in Eu-
ropa following after the first declaration of
winr, There ls & whole history of government
in the abllity shown by each country to centre
and control the activitles of the clvillan popu-
Ince while the total energies of the nation
were supposed o be at war., In Germany, a
highly centralized govVernment, we see the
mathods of perfection; In France, a demogracy
in spite of the fallings of Ita governmental sys-
tem, we see perfection almost without method.
In Russia, which has the form of autooracy
and the spirit of democracy, and in England,
which has the reverse il times, we sea quali-
fled disaster.

Germany Takes Action

Beveral months before the war began Prince
von Buelow warned Germany that the moment
England declared agninst her Germany would
be compelled to bo self-sustalning, However
Germany may protest now against England’'s
gtarvetion policy, the fuct is that she expected
it and prepared against it. Bhortly after the
German armies tramped through Belgium mil-
Hons of cattle and swine were slaughtered by
Government decres. The purpese was Lo
Insure & supply of meat and, far more lmpor-
tant, to save the corn and other provender
In this case somebody blundered, for the price
of meat went up beyond all limite. Since then
an adjustment has been made. The Govern-
ment has a monepoly of wheat and rye and
supervises the distribution of bread, so that
only 2.2 pounds go to a famlly each wegk.
Potato flour s officially urged as & substitute
for wheat flour; cheap kitchens have been
established, and for those who cannot pay at
all there are fres kitchens. Distribution
and sconomy have sclved the food problem in
Germany, and her vast supplies are belng
augmented by the reclamation of 335,000,000

of food and cooperates with the authorlties
to keop the walue of coln and notes at the
established fNgure. The Continental, nccus-
tomed to ringlng metal, 18 now using bills
quite as freely as his Amerloan tourist, and
he sees that no foreign exchange forces n
depreciation of the bill's value, He has
ndjustad himsell to conditions as surely as
the devotee of the gay life In Berlin. When
the all-night life disappearsd he consoled
himself with going to the opera, where
“Paraifal” ran two weeks In succession.

Individualism in France

In France the Government trusted much
more to the (ndividual. The firat great
question in a nation of proprictors wns the
problem of rent. It Is a fact that rents were
suspended by Instinct. For a long time,
hefore action was taken, no rents were col-
lected by landlords and none were offered.
It just seemed right that, when the earners
were away, no charge should be made for
those left behind, It seemed right, too, that
while half of France fought for thelr lives
and for France's life, the other half should
not drink absinthe, and that was proscribed,
Night lfe died out In Parls, too, and
nlthough “you wouldn't know that the war
was on" gcaurs in many letters theroe ia a
note of sadness. "It Is e dark at nights”
Is a strange cry from ths clty of perpetual
light. But the principal shops are open,
women go bargain-hunting, even If they do
bargain chiefly for bandaging materials for
the hospitals. Everywhere women have re-
placed men, done it cheerfully and capably.

In England Mr. Justice Darling still dis-
penses wit and wisdom from the bench, so all
is well. But recrulting, unknown on the
Continent, ocouples the British mind, and the
“econsclentlous objectors" wear badges to
show why they are not In the training eamps.
Bolld old business men spend half & day in

the “City" and the other half at volunteer.

work In some munition shop near London,
and they are conducted to and fro by women
who are quite ns capable of calling the
Engllash equivalente for “Fare, ploase,” and
"Watch your step" as their brothers weps,
The London Timea still prints its “agony
column” of personals, and there is a good
deal of agony there on account of wounded
and missing men. But you still find guaint
little notes such as “Bob—how could you? J.*
and a recurring notice from a “Really lonely
officer in England” who would lke cor-
respondence.

Thess are all surface Indications of some-
thing serlous that has happened. It will take
more than a wat to change the face of the
earth, and more than many wars to change
the good faces of human belngs. But nothing
less than a war could summon all thelr
energles, could make them so patient and so
brave under the manifold miseries of =
changed existence. They are llving In a
terrified peace, but they are living bravely,
